MR, JOHN BURNS'S SALARY 

(London (Chronicle) 
The increase of the President of the 
‘Locat Government Board's salary ic 
ithe Secretary of State’s standard of 
$23,000 has met with general approva 
in ithe Tfouse of (Commons, and: this 
approval will be shared in the coun- 
try. ‘There cetrain piquancy, ne 
doubt, in first recipient of sthe 
$25,000 in this capacity being a man 
who once said that nobody was worth 
$2,500; but Mr. Burns long 
ago disposed of any taunt against 
him on that score. It was not dor 
him, he replied, to cut the trade union 
rate of wage among Cabinet \Minis- 
ters. ‘he only other thing that need 
be said on the personal question js 
that if any President of the Board 
deserves $25,000 a year, Mr. Burns 
certainly does so. ‘There is no \Cabi- 
net Minister who works ‘harder ‘than 
he, and no more devoted servant of 
the State. The’ question is not, how- 
ever, a persoal one. ‘The Local Gov- 
ernment Board and the Board of 
Trade, which at one time ranked as 
minor and subordinate offices, have 
become among the most arduous and 
importané of the public departments. 
The tendency of legislation in recent 
years has been sto cast ever more and 
more duties upon them, and this is a 
tendency which is not in the Jeast 
likely to be arrested. That being so, 
it was right that the remuneration of 
the heads of those Departments should 
be raised in proportion to their new 
importance. So long as the differ- 
ence in salary existed, the status of 
the lawer paid office was necessarily 
inferior; appointment to it was less 
honorable than to a Seeretaryship ‘of 
State, and transference from it to the 
higher paid office was “promotion.” 
Henceforth, the Presidency of ‘the 
Board of Trade or of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board will rank in every way 
with the Secretaryships of State.

BOGUS POSTAGE 
STAMPS SEIZED 


Federal Officer Makes Big Haul 
in Second Hand Dealers’ 
Stores 


Montreal, July 1.4.—Postage stamps 
to the face value of $400,000 were 
seized yesterday by Federal Inspec- 
tof Giroux, with the assistance of 
Detectives Leboeuf and Gurein of the 
municipal force. The stamps, which 
are of the value of 25 cents, 50 cents 
and $1.00 were exhibited for sale iu 
two second-hand stores kept by ‘T) As- 
trofeky, 195 Craig, street cast, and M. 
Frank, 15 Craig cast. The two deal- 
ers, in explaining how they came in- 
to posession of these stamps, told 
the inspector a story which will be 
investigated 

According to the dealers, the stamps 
were in a valise which was bought 
at an auction sale of unclaimed goods 
without knowing the contents. ‘The 
stamps which bear the words “U.S.A. 
Post Office, Labrador,’ do not seem 
to be genuine, but appear to be imi- 
tations put on the stamp market to 
be bought by amateur collectors. They 
show a part of the eastern map — of 
Canada in vilent red, with Labrador 
territory in light grey. A communi- 
cation has been sent to Ottawa and 
the United States government will be 
notified of the seizure.

U. held in-the YM.C.A\ parlons on 
Wednesday -afternoon was addresed 
by Mr. -G. 1H, Kmox of Des Moines, 
Ta., an influenlaal writer, and. prohi- 
bition advocate ‘of wide experience 
in the United States.

If our city avas ‘being swept by. tlire 
we sould not be satisfied if ‘the dire 
department threw a few barrel of 
water on the flames every few hours, 
andthe commissioners advised the 
people to erect only dire-proof build- 
ings in future. 

This proceedure pvould be as futile, 
and as tedious in affording relief, as 
the fighting we have been doing 
against the liquor traffic. ‘The great 
advances of ‘recent years, are due to 
different tactics, 

The commercial world is at last 
waking up to the fact that the traffic 
is a parasite on all legitimate business. 

This awakening, though tardy, | in 
large measure accounts for the wener- 
ous contributions made by. business 


«Jmen of the United States, to furnish 


“sinews of war’ for carrying on the 
fight. 

The largely increased prosperity of 
dry towns and counties, bears. clo- 
quent testimony to the fact that com- 
merce does not follow the jug. 
~ The thorough organization and ag- 
gressive methods used to free our 
neighbors to thes south, from the in- 
(tolerable burden of the saloon and its 
accompaniments, will prove successful 
here, 

The speaker stated that if all the
